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REMARKS 

The outstandiixg Oflice Action requests aiHimadon of an election of claims and rejects 
claims 1-24 xmdjsx 35 U.S.a §103(a) as beiag unpatentable over Mages in view of Wolf et al., 
Sandcrford, Jr. et al., Gaissjer et al., PippitJ, Bianco et al., Cupp, Reagan, Bates, Richards et al., 
and Examinjar Cobum's afiidavit 

Rficonsideacation of lie q^yplication is respectfully requested based on flie following 
remarks. 

eiaims 1, 4, 7, 13-21, and 23-24 have been amended to further clarify the st)bj©ct matter 
regarded as the invention. Claims 22 and 25-28 have been canceled wi&out prejudice or 
disclaimer. New claims 29-41 have beeii added. Claims 1-21, 23-24. and 29-41 are now 
pending in this application. 

FT .F.r!TTnN OF CLAIMS 

Applicant hereby airGmis the election of Group I, claims 1-24. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1-24 UNDER 35 U.S,C. 8103 

The present invention paiains to techniques for locating gaming machines in a building 
or casino. The techniques also involve indicating a location of a gaming machine on a map or 
configming operational parameters of the gaming machines based upon their respective 
locations. 

It is und^stood that the cited prior art references pertain to techniques for locating the 
position of various objects* such as automobiles, golf carts, and even wireless or wired devices 
for playing casino games. However, it is respectfully submitted that none of the prior art 
ref^mces teach or suggest an additional aspect of indicating a location of a gaming machine on 
a map, e.g. a m^ of a casino floor. It is also respectfully submitted that none of the prior art 
references teach or suggest an additional aspect of configuring operational parameters of the 
g^TniTig machines based up on their respective locations. 

Specifically, independent claims 1, 4, and 13 pertain to methods and an apparatus for 
determining the location of oxxo <x more gaming machines. Additionally, independmt claims 1 
and 4 require Ihe operations of gaierating a grsq^hical map of a casino floor and indicating the 
location of a gaTning machine on the graphical map of the casino floor. Also, independent claim 
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13 requires a processor that is configured to gejierate a graphical map of a casino floor layout 
and to indicate the location of one or more gaming machines on the gr^hical noap. 

It is re^eotfidly Jmhmitted that each of the prior art references, alone ox in any 
combiMtion, do not teach or suggest ttie generation of a graphical map of a casino floor. The 
prior art references also fail to teach or suggest indicatii^ the location of one or more gaming 
machines on the graphical roap. Therefore, it is submitted that claims 1, 4, and 13 are patentably 
distinct from the cited refeirences. It is submitted that dependent claims 2-3, 5-6, 14-18, and 29- 
31 are also patentably distinct from the cited references for at least the same reasons as those 
recited above for their coiniSpondicLg independent claims. 

Fiulhennore, the$e dependent claims recite additional limitations that further distinguish 
these dependent claims from the cited references. For example, new dependent claixas 29 and 30 
require the addition^ operj3lions of locating at least two reference points on the casino floor and 
aligning the graphical m^ of the casino floor with the at least two reference poiats. Also, new 
dependent claim 31 requii^ss the processor to be configured to perfomi these same additional 
operations. 

Independent clainus 7 and 19 pertain to a method and a system for deteraiining the 
location of one or more gaming machines. Additionally, ixxdependent claim 7 requires the 
configuiing of operational jjarameters of a gaming machine based upon the location of a gaming 
macJune. Also, independmt claim 19 requires machine readable code configured to generate 
control commands for configuring operational parameters of a gaming maxdxine based upon the 
location Of the gaming macshine. 

It is respectfully submitted that each of the prior art references, alone or in any 
combination, do not teach or suggest configuring operatiojaal parameters of a gaming machine 
based upon the location of a gaming machine. Therefore, it is submitted that claims 7 and 19 are 
patentably distinct from the cited references- It is submitted that dependent claims 8-12, 20-21, 
23-24, and 32-41 are also patentably distinct from the cited references for at least the same 
reasons as those recited above for their corresponding independent claims. 

FurtheExnore, these dependent claims recite additional limitations ^t further distinguish 
these dependent claims from the cited refermces. For example, dependmt claims 32 and 39 
re<^te location <^erationai parameters that govern Ihe operational parameters of a gaming 
ma/^TiiTie based upon, the Ibcation of the gaming machine. Dependent claims 33 and 40 then 
specif that ihe location operational parameters pertain to at least one of enabling and disabling 
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gamiT^g machine operation, game selectioii, and payout rates, 

Thus, it is respectfully requested that the Examine withdraw the rejection of claims 1-24 
under 35 U.S.C§103(a).
